
In Bombs Probe 


The U.S. attorney's office for 
the District of Columbia an- 
nounced yesterday four more 
indictments of individuals in 
what is called its continuing 
"bombs for hire" investiga- 
tion. 

George P. Harrigan, a north- 
west Washington restaurant 
owner; Gary L. Henson, 1240 
V. St- SE; and David V. Sover, 
whose address was not re- 
leased, were charged by a fed- 
eral grand jury with the 
bombing of the Jokers Inn at 
2714 Good Hope Rd. SE on 
Nov. 29, 1970. 

Sover is also under indict- 
ment in connection with an al- 
leged extortion conspiracy 
backed by a "bombs for hire" 
operation that allegedly 
combed a Georgetown import 
shop in 1968. 

Also charged by a grand 


jury in a 16-count indictment 
yesterday was Edward Scott 
Coleman, 26, a self-described 
revolutionary who allegedly 
placed a destructive incendi- 
ary device with the intent to 
bomb Walston and Co., Inc., 
1229 Connecticut Ave. NW, on 
Sept. 14. 

Coleman also charged with 
placing a bomb at the Riggs 
National Bank branch near 
Dupont Circle. Neither bomb 
exploded.
